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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1,7-13, drawn to a method for semi-continuous culturing of 
untransformed plant cells changing growth to induction medium when 0 2 
consumption is above 5,0 mmol (VL/h, classified in class 435, subclass 410 for 
example. 

II. Claims 1-6 and 14-17, drawn to a method for semi-continuous culturing of 
transformed plant cells oomprising a heterologous expression cassette changing 
growth to induction medium when O2 uptake is above 2.0 mmol 0 2 /L/h classified 
in class 435, subclass 419 for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are the method of semi-continuous culturing of untransformed rice cells monitoring 
for an expression product of Group I, and the semi-continuous culturing of transformed rice cells 
comprising a heterologous expression cassette and monitoring for a recombinant expression 
product of Group II that have different starting materials, different method steps and different 
end products. 
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Claim 1 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement between the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1. Upon the allowance of 
the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn 
and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable 
linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are 
advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable 
linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the 
continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.
